bar on the left hand side. This will 
open a new screen where you will 
click on “re-enrollment” also on the 
left hand side. Check your child’s 
name, click “next” and then follow 
the onscreen directions. Continue 
until you have clicked 
“finish.” Please do this for each 
child you are re-enrolling. 

Please return any forms that you 
were asked to print along with en- 
rollment fees. 

If you have difficulty logging on or 
do not have access to a computer, 
please call the school office (214- 
544-1 794) for assistance.
